Sensing that the elwslne days of 
the state's case would be replete 
with rapid'fire developments, spec- 
tators turned out eariv and pack- 
ed the courtroom well before con- 
vening time. 
Hauptmann was later than usu- 
al in arriving in court. He looked 
well rested from the week end re- 
cess, but his pale face was as ex- 
pressionless as ever. 
Associate Defense Counsel Eg- 
bert Rosecrans, who was waiting 
at the defense table, immediately 
engaged the prisoner, reading to 
him from a lengthy letter. 
Justice Thomas W. Trenchard 


, meanwhile arrived and the aisles 
were cleared for the incoming ju- 
rors. 


Col. Charles A. Lindbergh arriv- 
ed in court a moment before the 
trial began, following his business 
adviser, Col. Henry Breckinridge. 
First Witness. 


Attorney General David T. Wi- 


lentz called W'lllam E. Frank, an 
agent of the U. S. treasury 
de- 
partment's - intelligence unit. 
A general attitude of cheerful- 
ness prevailed at the defense ta- 
ble.

Q. Will you'tell us how much 
cash was put into the brokerage 
accounts by the Hauptmanns from

19, 1934, the total deposits in all 
the brokerage accounts of the de- 
fendant and his wife was $16,942.-

Frank said the loss amounted 
to $3,463.60. 


Q. Give us the profits- or loss 
in the Hauptmann accounts 
be- 
tween April 2, 1932, and Sept. 19, 
1934.A. There was a loss of $5,728,- 
63. The total of these two losses 
was $9,192.23. 
Wilentz then requested the treas- 
ury expert to total also the assets 
which came into the Hauptmanns' 
possession after. April 2, 1932, the 
ransom payoff day. 
The attorney general told the 


witness to include in the total the 
$14,600 ransom money found in 
the garage, the $120 in gold coins 
found in the Hauptmann house, 
and a ?375 -'mortgage the Haupt- 
manns' had prior to the kidnap- 
ing. 


Pope objected to the question as 
"hypothetical." 
If the

was confined to figures already in 
evidence, Pope said, he would re- 
move his objection.

The state was apparently laying 
the groundwork for testimony on 
the $7,500 loan the Bronx alien 
said he made to the late Isador

was $1,196; 1930 omitted: 1931, 
$2,836; 1932, $4,905.25. 
Separate Accounts. 
In 1933 separate accounts were 
maintained, Frank added. In the 
Anna Schoeffer (Mrs. Hauptmanns 
maiden name) account that year, 
he asserted the total purchases 
were $256,442.15. 


This account, in Hauptmann's 
wife's name, was carried, he said, 
with Steiner-Rouse & Co. 


Three accounts were carried, the 
witness added, one by Hauptmann, 
one in his wife's-maiden name and 
one in her married name.

A. There was a small commod- 
ity account. 
I haven't any fig- 
ures for the total. purchases in 
that.

Wilentz then turned Frank over 


to - Reilly for cross-examination. 
Wife Opens Bank Account. 
Reilly brought out from Frank 
that the defendant's wife had

Bank, in New York. 


Q. How much did she deposit? 
A. $200. 
The witness said her annual de- 
posits in the next five years var- 
ied between $1,000 and $2,000.

Frank said. 


Reilly asked the treasury expert 
to total the bank deposits Mrs. 
Hauptmann made in the five years 
before the account was changed 
from her maiden name, 
Anna 


Shoeffler, to a joint account with 
her husband in January, 1928. 


"$5,377.97," the witness replied.

Was $3,750 drawn out in 
October, 1927? 
A. Yes. 


Othc.- Accounts. 


When the account closed In Jan- 
uary, 1928, there was slightly more 
than $100 in it. the investigator 
said. A joint account was open- 
ed in 1929. with a deposit that 
year of $1,539.35: in 1930, $1,447.- 
50; 1931, $619.25, and 1932, $3,146.- 
52. 


Q. And in 1933—up until the ac- 
count closed in March?

Reilly directed 
Franks atten- 


tion 
to withdrawals from

An $800 deposit shortly after the 


$§37 withdrawal. Frank said, was 
not the return of that money but 
of funds taken from Hauptmann's 
brokerage accounts. 


Q. How much was deposited In 
the joint account in all the years 
from 1928 down until it was closed 
in 1933? 


A. The total deposits were $12,- 


830,28. in that ioint account. 
In Wife's Maiden Name. 


A separate account was opened 


In the wife's maiden name about 
the time of the kidnaping in the 
Central Savings Bank, the witness 
said, responding to a question 
from Reilly. 


Rellly elicited testimony that in 


1933 when the Hauptmann joint 
bank account was transferred back 
to Mrs. Hauptmann's maiden name 
the deposits totaled '. $2,512. 


He then pointed out to the wit- 
ness that In the pre-kidnap years 
the Hauptmann deposits 
were 


only about $700 below this figure 


"That 
is 
correct," the agent 
agreed. 


Reilly swung his attention to 
Hauptmann's bank account In Mt 
Vernon, N. Y., which was opened 
three months after the kidnap- 
ing. 


The defense 
chief 
raised 
his 


voice when he asked if the ac- 
count had not been opened "with 
the large sum of S52.50." 
"With the sum of $52.50. yes." 
The witness then said Haupt- 


mann's total deposits at the Mt. 
Vernon institution were $1.837.75. 


Opened Savings Account- 
In August, 1934. Frank went on. 


Hauptmann opened a savings ac- 
count which ran through Septem- 
ber with total deposits of $260. 


In the Bronx Borough bank, he 
added. Hauptmann carried a sav- 
ings account begun . in 1926 and 
closed with $782 in it in 1928. 


. Q. go then Anna and Richard 


were' doing a' banking business 
before and after the kidnaping. 
A. Yes sir. 
Q. And their deposits ran $1,- 


800; 02,100; $2,800 a year both be- 
fore and after the kidnaping? 
A. After the kidnaping the de- 
posits were higher. 
"Let's go to Wall Street," the 
chief defense counsel said, turn- 
ing his queries to the stock ven- 
tures.

Frank recited that the defend- 
ant first opened an account with 
Carleton Mott & Co., on Nov. l, 
1929. 


• 
Record of First Account. 


Hauptmann 
deposited 
$3,000— 


$200 cash and a check for $2,800— 
in opening his first account, the 
expert testified. 


The German* alien's first pur- 
chase totaled $2,782, he continued. 
The balance of $228 was repaid 
by check to Hauptmann, who de- 
posited It In the Ceitral Savings 
Bank. 


Reilly slowly went from entry to 
entry on the Hauptmann Carleton 
& ,Mott stock statement. 
There were 
numerous smiles 
when it came out that the Bronx 
aliens' first market 
transaction 


in the black Wall Street days of 
'29 netted him a profit of $3.60. 
The profit came on the sale of 


a block of Ford Motor Company 
of Canada. 
.After the sale of Hauptmann's 
Ford stock, the testimony contin- 
ued; he bought 50 shares of Fox 
Film "A" with the cash available 
in his account and a cash ideposit 
of $76. 


.And ,Dec. 30,1929, he owned, in 
addition, 100 shares of Club Alum- 
imum and 40 shares of American 
Super Power. 
Dealin gin Margins. 


In 
February. 
1930, Reilly 
brought out, Hauptmann 
began 


dealing In margin, 
Q. 
Then he didnt' need 
so 
much money? 
A. No sir. 
Reilly, holding phostatic copies 


of Hauptmann's 
account sheets., 


showed through the witness that 
the defendant owed his broker 
$1,537.81 on his margin trading in 
March, 1930. 


"On June 30, 1930, almost two 
years before the kidnaping," Reil- 
lv asked. Hauptmann owned 255 
shares of stock. 
Frank affirmed. 
The testimony droned on. Each 
time a stock was bought or sold, 
each time the cash was put in the 
account or taken out, each time a 
balance was taken on the state- 
ment, Reilly had the witness ex- 
plain 
fully 
Hauptmann's 
Wall 
Street operations. 
It was a ted- 
ious business. 
Recess Was Called. 


A five minute recess was called 
at 11:34 a. in. 


Court resumed at 11:45 to hear 
further details of Hauptmann's 
career as a Wall Street operator. 
Frank took up his recital at 
July, 1930. 


There were Indications that the 
little, full faced expert might oc- 
cupy the witness stand chair for 
most of the day. 


Special Assistant Attorney Gen-

SteiherrRouse 100 shares of Warn- 
er Brothers Pictures and 500 Cur- 
tiss-Wright, Frank said. 
Frank said Hauptmann bought 


the Curtiss-Wright stock April 29, 
1932. 


At the end of August, 1932, the 
witness added, Hauptmann had 
a balance of $500, after a with- 
drawal by check of $746.60. 


More Cash Delivered 


Reilly sought to bring from the 


witness that Hauptmann's 
trad- 


ing in May, 1933, was largely with 
his holdings with Steiner-Rouse 
Without additions of new cash. 


"On May 3rd he delivered into 


the account $2,575 in cash," Frank 
said. 


Just before 
the 
recess Reilly 


turned to a line of questions, de- 
signed to bring out that Haupt- 
mann began to make profits in 
his Stiner-Rouse account, which 
he left there for further transac- 
tions. 


Justice 
Trenchard 
interrupted 


him to call the noon recess. 


Court recessed for lunch at 12:32 


p. m. with Frank still under cross- 
examination. 


Court resumed for the afternoon

Woodlawn cemetery is the place 
where Dr. Condon said he first 
met Hauptmann. 
Van Cortlandt park is the place 
where Dr. Condon said he sat with 
Hauptmann on a bench and nego- 
tiated the ransom. 
Laid In Walt. 
Wallace told of lying In wait 
for Hauptmann to come out of 
his home on 222nd street, 
the 
Bronx, and of trailing him In a 
car with fellow 
officers. 
He substantiated the testimony 
already Riven that a $20 gold note, 
part of the Lindbergh ransom, was 
found on his person when the of- 
ficers overtook him. 
He said 
Hauptmann told them he had 'no 
more gold certificates, but that he 
lad $120 in gold pieces in a strong 
box at his home. This the, offi- 
cers found. 
"A search was made of the en- 
tire house bv the investigators," 
Wallace testified. "I was hand- 
cuffed to Hauptmann alj during 
the stay at the Hauptmann home, 
and he was asked questions about 
gold certificates and any other ar- 
ticles that may be in his posses- 
sion." 
"Did he state at any time that 
he had thousands of dollars of 
gold certificates in his garage." 
''He did not. no sir." 
'Did he ever reveal that he had 
any gold certificates in his gar- 
age?" 
'•No sir." 
"Did he ever reveal that he had 
any money outside of the gold 
pieces any place about his home, 
or any other place?" 
'"No sir." 
Denied Had Other Money. 
"Did he deny that he had any 
gold pieces, or gold certificates, 
jr money except the gold pieces 
iat were found in his home?" 
"He did, yes sir." 
Wallace said Hauptmann was 
iahen to a savings bank where he 
said he had a safety box. The box 
was opened in his presence, he 
testified, and no gold certificates 
or other money was found. 
When Wallace told of specimen 
writings being dictated to Haupt- 
mann at the police station, he 
said "to the best of my recollec- 
tion they were dictated, not spell- 
ed." 


"Never mind your recollection " 
Wilentz suggested, "were they dic- 
tated?" 
The defense objected, insisting 
that "to the best of my recollec- 
tion" should stand. 
The court, 


however, allowed the witness to 
amend his answer and say the 
writings were dictated, not spell- 
ed.The point has been considered 
important by the defense which 
has attempted before to show that 
specimen handwritings were ta- 
ken unfairly from 
Hauptmann, 
that police officers deliberately 
tricked him into writing words as 
they appeared in the ransom notes. 
Eight handwriting experts have 
said Haupmann wrote the notes. 
Found Packages of Money. 
"During the search of the gar- 
age in the presence of Mrs. Haupt- 
mann, myself. Detectives Dunn 
and Murphy," Wallace's testimony 
went on, "Detective James Petros- 
ini of the New York City police 
department found two packages 
of gold certificates wrapped in 
newspaper, New York Dally News 
of June 25, 1834, and New York 
Dally Mirror 
of 
September 6, 


1934, in the south wall of the gar- 
age In a compartment." 


"How many bills did you say 
you found ?" 
"In the two packages there was 
one hundred dollar—one hundred 
gold certificates In one package 
and 83 gold certificates In another 
package." 
"Ten dollar certificates?1' 
"Ten 
dollar gold certificates." 
He said one bill was Immediate- 
ly checked against the list of Lind- 
bergh ransom money and found 
to be of that money, and that all 
of the money was counted in the 
presence of Mrs. Hauptmann. 
The money was received In evi- 
dence over the objections of the 
defense.

da;- of his murder trial. 


An air of expectancy permeated 


the chill, crowded room. The one 
topic of conversation among the 
spectators seemed to be Haupt- 
mann's heated outburst of yester- 
day when he 
shouted 
angrly 


"Mister, Mister, you stop lying:," 
at a federal agent who sat in the 
witness chair. 


There were many hushed little 


conferences of speculation in the 
audience on whether the Bronx 
ex-convict's nerve was snapping 
under the strain, or whether he 
might again shatter court decorum 
by veiling at a witness. 


Tight-lipped, pale but composed 


Hauptmann looked annoyed when 
he faced the regular barrage of 
flashing camera bulbs as he was 
led Into court. 


Held Firmly By Guards. 
His guards kept a firm grip on 
his wrists and arms until he was 
seated. The German's eyes looked 
tired, and there 
were 
several 


small cuts on his face as if from 
a razor. 
One of his guards sat 


sideways so he faced Hauptmann 
and not, 
as 
heretofore, 
the 


judge's 
bench 
directly ahead. 


When 
Justice 
Thomas 
W, 


Trenchard arrived, the prisoner 
displayed his first flash of inter- 
est, watching the aged jurist as 
he slowly walked to his cham- 
bers. 


Edward J. Rellly, chief defense 
counsel, then came in. 


Justice 
Trenchard 
took the 
bench at 10:02 a. m., and court 
convened. 
The Jury was imme- 


diately polled. 


Hauptmann's wife, Anna, arriv- 


ed at her seat near the defense 
table a few minutes before court 
convened. She talked animatedly 
to Hauptmann, smiling in cheer- 
ful fashion. 


Col. Charles A, Lindbergh and 
Col. H, Norman Schwartzkopf ar- 
rived together. 
Engineer on Stand Again. 
Henry Elchin, the Bronx engin- 


eer, 
returned to the stand for 


cross-examination by Edward J. 
Reilly, chief defense counsel. 


Rellly, a long pointer in hand, 
began a discussion with the wit- 
ness of the map of the Bronx area 
on which Elchin indicated yester- 
day various places associated with 
the crime. 
The attorney had Elchin point 
out the various spots which fig- 
ured In the ransom contacts of 
Dr, JoHn F. Condon with the 
kidnaper "John." 


Q. Where do you say your map 
indicates Dr. Condon's residence? 


A. On the east side of Decatur 


avenue. 


Reilly directed the witness to 
write "C" on the location of the 
ransom Intermediary's residence 
"so the jury will know weeks 
from now." 


Dr. Condon's 
residence 
was 


about 3 1-2 miles from St. \Ray- 
mon"'s cemetery, Elchin said, re- 
sponding to Reilly's qvestionlng. 


Asked About Routes. 
Reilly asked him what 
routes 


could be used to go from the 
Hauptmann house to Woodlawn of 
St. Raymond's cemeteries. 


Q. There are a half a dozen 


different streets could be used? 


A. Yes. 
Elchin placed a "J" on the map 


to indicate the last station on the 
Jeiome Avenue branch of the New 
Yorl: Subway system. That line 
runs near Woodlawn cemetery, In 
which Dr. Condon and "John" 
talked for an hour and a quarter, 
shortly before the ransom was 
paid. 


Or re-direct Attorney General 


David T. Wilentz, asked a few 
brief questions. 


Q. With particular reference to 
Woodlaws cemetery, the terri- 
tory surrounding it, is it thick- 
ly populated and dense, or is it 
quiet, sort of country appearing? 


A It Is quiet, sort of country 
appearing. 


Wilentz drew the witness" atten- 


tion to St Raymond's cemetery 
on the map. 


Not Densely Populated. 
Q. Wha: I'm trying to find out, 


is it a densely populated area 
in the vicinity of" St Raymond's 
cemetery? 
A. It i's not. 
Q. Now tell me how far It Is 


from Mr. Hauptmann's to Wood- 
lawn cemetery, and to St. Ray- 
mond's cemetery as a man would 
go by auto?" 


A. From Hauptmann's home to 
Woodlawn cemetery U 2.7 miles. 
To St. Raymond's 4.3. 
Wilentz concluded and 
Rellly 


brought to the witness an aerial 
photograph of the area about St, 
Raymond's cemetery. 


Eichln Identified 
the 
picture 
and Rellly began a discussion of 
the gateway, which the witness 
said he had not included in his 
map. 


After being held on the' stand 


for more than a half hour giv- 
ing geopraphlcal details of the 
Bronx to Rellly and Wllen'Zi Ei- 
chln was excused. 
State Policeman Called, 
Wilentz then called 
Sergeant 
John Wallace, of the state police 
who participated in the arrest of 
Hauptmann last September. 
Q.' On Sept. 18, 1934, tell ue 
what you did? 


A. with New York police and 
department of justice agents, we 
went to the vicinity of Haupt- 
mann's home in the Bronx and 
remained there until 2 a. m., when 
we were relieved. We returned at 
7 a. m. on the 19th; The of- 
ficers split into three' groups. 
Q. What happened about 9 o'- 


clock with reference to Haupt- 
mann? 


A. The defendant left the resi- 


dence at 1279 East 222nd street 
about 9 o'clock. 


Q. Did he leave to take his 
wife to work? 


A, Not as far as I know. 
Q. What did you do next. 


Followed Hauptmann. 
A. We saw the defendant again. 


He drove out of the driveway in 
a Dodge. 


The detective told how the po- 
lice followed Hauptmann. 


"We continued the trail of the 
Hauptmann car until we reached 
Park Avenue in the vicinity of 
178th street." 


At Tremont Avenue, Wallace 
said, Hauptmann's car was block- 
ed by a street sprinkler. 


Q. What happened then. 
A. I shouted to Hauptmann to 
pull over to the curb. I got out 
of the back seat and slid into 
the front seat of the defendant's 
car beside him. 


A few minutes later Hauptmann 
was asked to etep out on the 
sidewalk, Wallace stated. "I held 
him by one wrist." 


Ransom Bill on Defendant. 
He was searched, Wallace con- 


tinued, and a wallet was found 
in his left hip pocket There was 
$29 in It, Including a $20 bill, 
which when checked, the witness 
added, was found to be/ a "Lind- 
bergh ransom bill." 


"We continued back 
to 
the 


Hauptmann home," the trooper 
said after he told how Inspector 
John A. Lyons, commanding the 
undercover squad of 
the 
New 


York police, joined the party of 
officers and their prisoner. 


Q. Did you make any explan 


ation of the $20 gold certificate? 


A. He stated he did not have 
any more, but he had $120 In 
gold pieces at home in a strong 
box. 


Q. 'Now when you got back to 


the Hauptmann home, what hap- 
pened then ? 


A. Hauptmann was brought in- 


to the Hauptmann bedroom and 
a search was made of the room 
and a strongbox was found con- 
taining gold coins. 


Hauptmann Wrote Statement. 
Hauptmann 
and the 
officers, 
Wallace said, went to the Cen- 
tral Savings Bank, in the Bronx, 
where his safe deposit box was 
opened. The witness said no gold 
certificates were found there. 
The party then went to the 


2nd Precinct Police Station and 
a statement 
wa* 
written 
by 


Hauptmann, Wallace laid. 


Wilentz In hU next questions 
hit at defense hint* Hauptmann 
was forced to misspell the ran- 
som notes In the writing he did 
at police request 'after hi* ar- 
rest 


Q. Do you know whether those 
words were dictated or spelled? 


A. I never heard any words 
spelled to the defendant. 


Q. Well what did you hear* 
A. I heard the words dictated 
and Hauptmann wrote them on a 
piece of paper. 


Q. Was Mrs. Hauptmann In and 


about the premises at the time 
of the arrest? 
A. Yes sir. 
Q, Did you find 
a 
wooden 


plane? 
• 


A. Yes in the garage. 
Plane Offered In Evidence. 
Wilentz brought out that the 
plane had been Inltaled by the 
police officers but otherwise was 
in the condition as found. 
It was offered in evidence. 
Q. What else did you find at 
the house? 
A. With Mrs. Hauptmann and 
the police officers, I found two 
packages in the south wall of 
the garage. 


Q. What was in the" two pack- 


ages? 
A. In the two packages there 


was 100 gold certificates in one 
package, and 83 gold certificates 
in the other. 
Q. Ten dollar certificates? 
A. Yes, $10 certificates. 
Q. What did you do? 
A. The money was counted in 
the presence of Mrs. Hauptmann. 
We took one of the 
bills 
and 


checked with the ransom money 
serial numbers. 


Money Exhibit Is Admitted. 
"I offer the newspaper and 83 
ten 
dollar gold certificates 
In 


evidence as one exhibit," Wilentz 
announced. 


The defense fought the Intro- 
duction of the ransom 
package, 


but again Justice 
Trenchard's 


decision went against Hauatmann 
and the "hot" money was admit- 
ted. 


Wilentz opened the package and 
displayed a thick sheaf of bills 
to the jury. 


Wilentz had the witness Identify 
a second package of ransom cur- 
rency found In Hauptmann's gar- 
age. 
Wilentz gravely spread It be- 


side the first package on the jury 
box rail. 
Hauptmann eat expressionless 
through 
the 
"money, money, 


money" testimony. 


The questioning turned to the 
discovery, of the "compartment" 
In the Hauptmann garage wall in 
which Wallace said the two pack- 
ages of money were found. 


Compartment Pointed Out. 
Wallace, holding a photograph 


of 
the 
section of the garage, 


pointed out to the jury the com- 
partment found by a board nail- 
ed across two beams. 
Q. Now the New York police 


officers continued to search In 
and about the garage after that? 


A. They did. 
Q. What did they find? 
A. A gallon shellac can burled 
under a work bench. 
Wilentz offered the shellac can 
n evidence subject to connection 
with the case. 
"We're going to show now that 
t was loaded with-ransom notes," 
he said. 
Q. what was found in the can? 
A. Two cloths were in the top 
of the can and 
two packages 
wrapped in newspaper. 
Q. There are the two towels 
(Wilentz displayed the cloths?) 
A. Yes. 
Q. I understand you 
found 
some money In the shellac can? 
A. Yes. 
Q. How much money? 
A. $11,930. 
l^IBB 
Q. What kind of money?- 
A. 
Lindbergh ransom money 
gold certificates. 


Money Thrust Into Lap. 
Wilentz thrust a heavy portfolio 


full of money into the trooper's 
lap."Pick it out for me," he directed 
and the trooper started to take 
out package after package. 
Q. Are these bills in the pack- 
ages lust as thev were found? 
A. Yes. 
Q. So that there In that can 
were the bills as found? 
A. Yes, sir. 
The bills were produced by Wi- 
lentz, as the state sought to de- 
velop they were in the same order 
as listed by the Morgan banking 
employes. 
The jury box rail was complete- 
ly lined with money now. 
Wilentz turned to add these bills 
to those already on the jury box 
rail, with the announcement in 
formal tone: 
"Fifty twenty dollars bills—fifty 
twenty dollar gold certificates." 
Bore Serial Numbers Listed. 
He turned to Justice Trenchard 
and said: "We are showing all of 
these bills bore the serial numbers 
listed." 
Juror Rosie Pill roved her eyes 
along the money-jammed rail and 
shook her head. 
The detective then recounted 
how he returned to the police sta- 
tion and confronted Hauptmann 
with the money found. 
Q. Did you ask If he had any 
more money? 
A. I did. He said no. 
Hauptmann said the money had 
been in a shoe box and was wet, 
Wallace related. 
"He stated he had it in a basket 
out in the yard to dry," the wit- 
ness continued. 


Then, Wallace added, Haupt- 
mann told of putting it In the 
garage. 
Court recessed for 8 minutes at 


11:40 a. m. 
Money Gathered Up. 
Robert Peacock, assistant attor- 
ney general, gathered the ransom 
money up quickly from the jury 
box rail as Justice Trenchard an- 
nounced the recess. 
Wallace returned to the stand 
to face the cross-examination of 
C. Lloyd Fisher as court resumed 
at 11:48 a. m. 
Fisher asked Wallace to "relate 
your conversations with the de- 
fendant Hauptmann at the time of 
the arrest, just as it happened.'" 
Wallace did so. 
Q. Did he say he had any more 
money ? 


A. He said he had no more gold 
certificates, only some gold coins 
Wallace told Fisher' he had not 
heard testimony that Hauptmann 
told the police he had "a hun- 
dred left." 
Fisher turned to the prepara- 
tion of specimen 
writings 
by 
Hauptmann at the request of the 
police. 
Wallace, pointing to an exhibit 
held by Fisher, said it had been 
written "some time after mid- 
night Sept. 20." 
Handcuffed to Officer. 
Fromv the time of arrest in the 
morning^ until he began to write, 
Hauptmann was 
hanAouffed 
to 
Wallace, Fisher brought out. 
Wallace told how he returned 
to search the Hauptmann house 
and garage the day of the arrest 


Q. As a matter of fact didn't 
you «o back to the house and 
look for the money where Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann told Inspect- 
or Lyons told him he put it? 
A. No one ever gave me any 
auch information. 
Q. Where did he soy he got the 
money? 
A. He stated he got the shoe 
box — the money — from Isador 
Flsch. 
Wilentz objected 
to 
Fisher's 
question on the connection of the 
money with the extortion Indict- 
ment pending against Hauptmann. 
Wallace was excused after a 
brief redirect 
Hauptmann Neighbor Testified 
Mrs. 
Ella 
Achenbach, heavy 
middle-aged woman followed Wal- 
lace to the stand. She said she 
lived six or seven blocks from 
Hauptmann's home In the Bronx. 
Q. Did you see Mr. Bruno Rich- 
ard Hauptmann after the kidnap- 
ing? 
A. One or two days after the 
kidnaping I saw Mrs. Hauptmann 
and she said they had just come 
back from a trip. 
Then came Mrs. Hauptmann's 
outburst • 
Taking up her story she said 
Hauntmann joined them as they 
were talking on her front porch 
that moning. 
Q. Did you observe Hauptmann 
that morning? 
A. When he went 
down 
my 
Front steps he kind of supported 
himself on the side of the stoop. 
Mrs. Achenbach said Mrs. Haupt- 
mann explained "Richard, hurt his 
leg during the trip." 
The wife, she 
said, 
touched 
Hauptmann's left leg with a "sort 
of massage motion" 
while 
the 
couple' were on her porch. 
Wilentz released 
the 
witness 
without further development of 
:he implication that Hauptmann, 
In his alleged fall from the kid- 
nap ladder, had received the leg 
"injury. 
Cross-Examined. 
Mrs. Achenbach sat quietly on 
the witness stand, her face to- 
ward the jury. Hauptmann stared 
hard at her. 
Reilly took the witness 
and 
asked: 
Q. After Anna Hauptmann came 


[jack from Europe in 1928 with 
your children did she present 
you with a bill? 
A. Yes. 
Q, And you refused to pay It? 
A. I guess that's right. 
Mrs. Hauptmann, listened In- 
tently to Mrs. Achenbach's testi- 
mony, manifesting interest In the 
irlal apparently for the first time. 
She laughed when the witness In- 
sisted the cost of a trip to Europe 
or one of her children with Mrs. 
Hauptmann had been repaid. 
Rellly brought out that 
Mrs. 
Achenbach had seen no bandage 
on Hauptmann's leg, no cane or 
crutch, no "smell of arnica." 
"It could have been rheuma- 
tism," Reilly 
remarked, 
Mrs. 
Achenbach grinned. 
Court recessed for lunch at 12:35 
with the witness still on the stand. 
The court was jammed for the 
afternoon session. 
Operated on Ransom Cash, 
Attorney General David T. Wl- 
entz said he hoped to 
reach 
Hauptmann's stock market trans- 
actions before the days' session 
ended. These Wall Street opera- 
tions, the prosecution contends, 
were financed by the $50,000 ran- 
som paid for the Lindbergh baby. 
Great bundles of exhibits, show- 
ing records of Hauptmann's ca- 
reer as a dabbler in the stock 
market were spread out on the 
prosecution 
table 
as attorneys 
waited for court to reconvene. 
Mrs. Achenbach came ponder- 
ously back to the witness stand. 
Defense joined with Wilentz in 
asking that court adjourn after 
today until Monday. 
Justice Trenchard granted 
the 
motion for suspension. 
Then Reilly took up the cross- 
examination of the German house- 
wife on the Vitness stand. 
Reiliv rechecked the visit of 


Mrs. 
Achenbach's 
daughter 
to 
Germany, taxing 
the 
witness's 
memory for many details on the 
cost and amount refunded to Mrs. 
Hauptmann. 
Gas Station Man Witness. 
Walter Lyle, the New York gag 
station 
attendant who was re- 
sponsible for Hauptmann's arrest, 
was then sworn. 
Lyle, slim young man, with 
a 
small mustache, told of Haupt- 
mann's arrival at his gasoline sta- 
tion. 
Lyle Identified the $10 gold cer- 
tificate by his pencilled notation 
of 
Hauptmann's 
license 
plates, 
4U1-341. 
He was excused without cross- 
examination. 
Stanley R. Keith of Montclalr, 
N. J., a metallurgist, was then 
called and the kidnap ladder came 
back to the trial spotlight. 
Keith was the expert who ex- 
amined the nails in the kidnap 
ladder. 
He testified how he received 
the nails from Captain John .J. 
Lamb, examined the nails and re- 
turned them, witnessing the oper- 
ation by which they were replac- 
ed in the ladder. The metal tech- 
nologist did not give any hint of 
his findings. Wilentz offered him 
to the defense for cross-examina- 
tion. 
Nails Were Traced. 
Pope engaged Keith in cross-ex- 


amination of the nails of the lad- 
der. Kelt said they were removed 
and placed In custody of Capt 
John J. Lamb, at the New Jersey 
state police headquarters in Tren- 
ton. The. nails were later restor- 
ed to the ladder. Keith was ex- 
cuserf. 
Detective James Petrosino of 
the New York City police, took 
the witness stand to tell how he 
searched Hauptmann's home Sept.
